Whether British people as a whole do or do not look with favour 
upon the issuing of Premium Bonds for the puropose of raising 
“ yevenue for the country, it is evident*that the House of Commons 
does not take kindly to the idea. The question hasbeen raised more 
’ than-once in Parliament, and always with thesame result. The 
latest development has becn the introduction of a motion in the 
House by Mr. Bottomley in favour of such. Bonds being issued, but 
+ the resolution has been ‘ejected by a decidedly big majority. 
"Premium Bonds differ from ordinary loans in that the interest is 
lower, but this is compensated for by periodical drawings at which 
fortunate holders draw: prizes of varying value. The system has 
been found to work with marked. success in several Continental 
countries, notably France and Switzerland, and at this very moment 
the former of these two nations is floating a big issue of such Bonds 
» for the purpose of securing funds with which to carry out the work 
of yeconstruction in the devastated areas of the country. - 
. To be quite frank, we regret‘that the British Parliament has set 
ite face so decidedly against this method of raising funds. It is true 
~ . that there is an element of gambling init, but it is’ n0t gambling in 
theaccepted usage of that term, for the simple reason that the 
wapital invested is eventually returned to the investor, plus the tate 
of interest fixed upon. In addition to this, it is the country.aa a 
whole which receives the benefit of the sums invested. From the 
moral standpoint, ordinary gambling is wrong because by it some- 
thing is risked for a possible nothing, That-is not the case with 
Premium Bonds, the investor in which agrees to accept.a relatively 
low-rate of interest on his money because of the possibility of 
.. winning. substantial prizes. These is nothing*more immoral 
in that than there is im,putting one’s money into Companies 
from which the investor hopes to secure a big return but.which 
_ May yield him very little in the way of dividends. The chief 
objection raised ‘to the system by tbe Chancellor of the 
Exchequer was that it would encouragé the gambling spirit, 
_ the “get rich quick” spirit already being too evidént. But could the 


support of such a system’really be called gambling? Why, the G 


Chancellor of the Exchequer even defeated his own argumont when 
he declared his belief that the anticipated rush in'support of the 
Bonds'was unlikely fo realised. If that is 0, where is the danger 


of the people ‘becoming engulfed in the gambling spirit? In any 


case, it would surely be far better for the country were the gambi-}h 


- ing proclivities of the people diverted from betting and speculative 
ventures to Bonds issued for the nation’s benefit. oo 

.. -Whatever.moralists may say, the gambling spirit in greater.or 
lesser degree is inborn in mostof us. Much of our business is based 
in it, The objections raised at Home to Premium Bends are in some 
respects on all fours with those brought forward locally to the

defensible, since the returm of one’s payments are guaranteed.

Sir Oswald Stoll is entirely 
wrong in his inference that only 
gold and silver are real money, and 
that paper money is not. A paper 
currency, the issue of which is re- 
gulated to conform to the economic 
needs (not desires) of the country, 
unbacked by gold, silver, or any 
other commodity, is the only sound 
system of currency for us. and 
every other country in the same 
stage of economic development. 

Leis Competition Than Before. 

On the same subject Mr. R. A. 
Allen writes:—- “ 

‘Mr, Moreton Frewen in his letter 
of August 27 remarked that “The 
expansion. of our -trades ta India 
and China is about to become the 
dominating economic incident of 
the twentieth century.”| Sir 
Oswald Stoll in your issue of to- 
day, challenges this very sound 
statement as follows:— 

“Expansion—on what basis? No- 
thing less. than that the Shanghai 
merchant shall obtain the same 
quantity and quality of our handi- 
craft for three taels as he used 
to obtain for eight taels. . In other 
words, that our producers shall 
make and we shall sell for three 
taels, instead of eight taels,. the 
same goods.” 

These observations are il- 
juminating, showing as they do’ 
the extent only to which this ,vital 
subject of. exchange js under- 
stood and appreciated. When an 
article valued £1 .is sold to Shang- 
hai it is quite immaterial to the 
exparter whether John Chinaman 
has to expend eight taels or three 
to meet his bill so long as when 
the tacls are transferred to London 
the exporter, receives his 41, and 
with it his: profit. 
pay for his raw material, his ren*, 
wwages, and income-2ax in tzels, 
butin sterling! 


Sir Oswald Stoll deplores ‘the | 


fact that Ching Foo can buy eight 
taels’ worth of goods for “three 
‘taels, but.has it occurred to him 
that the exporter’s profit is exactly 
the same? The fact that, by rea- 
son of exchange only, Ching Foo 
canbuy English goods ta the value 
of £1 for only three taels has creat-: 
ed aposition which, broadly speak- 
ing, means that (1) China can Duy 
large quantities of goods from 
Enyland cheaper than they can 
manufacture; (2) America should 
not be able to compete satisfac- 
torily; (3) Japan—to say the 
least—is very considerably handi- 
capped; (4) millions of Chinese 
willbe in a position to buy articles 
at the rate of three taels to the 41 
which they could not possibly have 
afforded when they had to pay 
nearly three tims as much. In 
other words, the present rates of 
exchange in India and China 
should enable ourmanufacturers to 
attend to the requirements "of 
800,000,009’ of people with - less 
competition than we have ever had 
before. “ oc 

In regard to raw material (ycu 
cannot have it both ways, you are 
saying!), my answer is, purchase 
every-ounce of raw material within. 
theEmpire. If you must purchase 
outside the Empire, Russia will 
have plenty to supply in a few 
months. at a favourable rate of 
exchange. In conclusion, I would 
like to ask: What steps are being 
taken in India against the dumping 
of German goods there? Also: Did 
wehave a discussion with our late 
Ally, China, on the same matter?

REGARDING SHIPBUILDING “ 
SUPREMACY. 


America’s world supremacy in 

ship production, attained during 
the war, is being rapidly lost and 
by the end of the year Great Bri- 
tain may have regained the supre- 
may which she held so many 
years, according to Henry C. Wilt- 
bank, who writes on the shipbuild- 
ing erisia ins recent issue of the 
Rudder, a shipping publication.

In the case of the journeys to 
Egypt, about which a good deal 
was heard lately, these were pre- 
viously conducted in the most sat- 
isfactory manner. The fights 
averaged 250, miles, and at the 
end of each the, aeroplanes were 
examined, and anything not ab- 
solutely in best working order was 
set to rights before the journey 
was resumed, : 


The Factor of Organisation. 

The success of these flights de- 
pended principaliy upon organiza- 
tion, and it is the opinion of air~ 
men that given a high state of ex- 
cellence in this direction, the re- 
mainder is comparatively easy. 
It can be seen how much organisa- 
tion is required when the size of 
the advance party’ for d’Annun- 
tio’s flight is considered. .

Counting the Cost. | 

In any “scheme of, commercial 
aviation forthe East this gives an.

The service might 
do Better in the carrying of mails, 
but one fs fnclined to seek careful- 
ly whether there would be suffi- 
cient support in this direction 
either. In fact it is much open to 
question whether, without the as- 
sistance of 2 government subsidy, 
such a service could continue in 
the East... . 


THE WORLD’S RUBBER 
PRODUCTION. 


A GENERAL SURVEY. 


While the world’s consumption 
of rubber greatly increased dur- 
ing the war, especially that in the 
United States, the gain of produc- 
tion was even more rapid than 
that of demand. The world’s pro- 
duction of rubber, which in 1913 
was only 108,000 tons, was 259,000 
tons in 1918, two and one-half 
times as great.as at the beginning 
of the war. American importa- 


tion has grown even more rapidly 


than world production, being for 
the fiseal year ended June 30th, 
1919, practically three times that 
of 1913, whereas world production 
only doubled. The Central Euro- 
pean Powers, formerly large 
importers, of course imported but 
small quantities during the war, 
while Russia, also formerly a 
large importer, has taken prac- 
tically none during the past year, 
thus leaving England and France 
as ‘the -only large, consumers of 
india-rubber outside of the United 
States. 


Even in the period following the, 
war, the United States has coz-/ 
tinued to increase her rubber im- 
portations, the total quantity im- 
ported since the armistice being 
about 20 per cent. more than inj; 
the corresponding period of the 
preceding year, according . to a 
statement by. the National City 
Bank of New ‘York, In fact the 
United States has been, during 
most of the war period, consuming 
about two-thirds of the production 
of the world, despite the tremen- 
dous increase, and more than 
$750,000,000 has been sent out to 
buy indiarubber. 


All of this increase in world 
production, the jump from 108,000 
tons in 1918 to 259,000 in 1918, 
has occurred in the plantations of 
the. Orient. Forest production 
has not only shown no- increase, 
but in fact'a sight decline. The 
world “production of rubber may 
be divided into two great groups, 
forest rubber and plantation rub- 
ber. The forest product is divided 
into “Brazilian” and “Other For- 
est Products,” some of these other 
forest areas being found in coun- 
tries adjacent to Brazil and a part 
in the Congo Valley of, Africa, 
The plantation areas are divided 
into two distinct sections, first 
the Malayan Peninsula and second 
“All Other Plantations” which in- 
elude Dutch East Indies,’ Borneo, 
Ceylon and’ certain sections of 
India, with 2 small quantity now 
produced in the Philippines. “The 
biggest growth by far has occurr- 
ed in the Malayan Peninsula, 
whose output jumped from 33,641 
tons in 1913 to 132,364 tons in 
3918; that of other Oriental coun- 
tries from 13,661 tonsa to 80,226; 
while that'’of Brazil dropped from 
39,370 tons in 1913 to 34,419 tons; 
in 1918, and for “Other Forest 
Products” from 21,500 tons to 
10,000 tons. 


‘A very large proportion of the 
rubber. consumed in the “United 
States is utilized for automobile 
tyres, the, annual value of tyre 
production being now estimated at 
about $460,000,000. A recent esti- 
mate of world expenditure for 
pneumatic tyres put the grand 
total at about $609,000,000 a year.

THE CURRENCY | 
PROBLEM. . 

In the course of an article on 
“Internationa! Economics and 
Finance,” a writer. in the World's 
Trade Review says:—To. put-an 
end “to the depreciation of curs 
tencies of foreign countries it is 
necessary first to consolidate, by a 
funding operation, the outstand. 
ing floating debts of the countries 
with mecessary provisions for 
sinking funds. This will free the 
currencies’ of the belligerent na- 
tions from the burdensome weight 
of the floating and undigested 
War Paper which, as outlined in 
a previous article, is responsible 
for credit expansion. A further 
step will consist in the devaluation 
of the depreciated monetary units 
on the basis of their actual de 
preciation (as measured by de- 
preciated rates of exchange). All 
these measures will allow a return 
ta the gold basis if coupled with a 
general conservative policy of 
banking and with astringent con- 
trol of government agencies on na- 
tional finances: Naturally, any. 
financial measures, in order'to be 
successful, must go‘hand in hand 
with a sound policy of national 
economy ‘consisting in reducing 
national expenditure to a possible 
minimum. Care should be taken 
that the expenditure be met as 
much as possible by revenne, the 
sources of which shall be suffici- 
ently extended, not, beyond, hows 
ever, the point where it may be- 
come a.check on production. » If 
the revenue is not sufficient to 
cover expenditure, borrowings 
may be resorted to. =|

THE BURDEN OF CIVIL War. 


— 


In continuation of ‘the report 
by the Commissioner of Customs 
on the trade of the ‘Southern 
ports, the following extracts are 
taken from the sections dealing 
with Foochow, Amor, and Swa- 
tow s— 

A general review of the trade 

“of Foochow shows that ‘in 
practically every respect the con- 


"ditions in 1918 differ very slightly 


from those of the year precedin 
War restrictions, lack of shipping, 
. no outlet for-local. teas; the cry 
is the same. The low-water 
mark of the tea trade would seem 
to have been reached, and there 
is some hope that, as more,peace. 
ful conditions prevail, the trade 
will again assume its more 
legitimate position among the 
staple exports of the district. Tha 
possibilities of resumption of 
business with the principal Euro- 
pean countries Were comparative- 


ly good af the end of the year, 
with the exception of the Russian 
market: Foochow: tea is by no 
means a dying trade. bet it has] 
to ‘labour under  distressingly 
unfavourable conditions. It 
must be again pointed out 
that, although tea is. one of the 
staple exports, it isnot necessari- 
ly the only one, the importance 
of tHe trade depending principally 
a1 the fact that it is practically 
the only one which has atangible 
and-direct bearing on the ‘port's 
foreign exchange. Timber and 
paper, both of which show a 
larger export value than’ tea, 
come for the most part under the 
category of domestic exchange 
_and are responsible for the intro- 
duction of comparatively little 
foreign capital. Three-quarters 
of the timber trade is dom ¢ 
and what should be a rich nation- 
al asset is being reduced annually 
through prodigal exploitation 
with very inadequate pr ion 
for the future in the shape of 
» teafforestation. 
ENCOURAGE TEa. 
There is thus an ccono 
balance of, trade at Foo 
which is distinctly unfavo 
and it is to the interest cf every- 
one having dealings with the 
Fooghow, market to cncourage 
the production and the export of 
tea abroad. If this trade is cun- 
ducted in a manner least likely to 
produce the best results, es it 
admittedly is, then an associa- 
ion to govern the loca 
interests is indicated in order to 
rectify this and to in adjust- 
‘ing the financial position of the 
port. A regular tea growers’ as- 
sociation may. perhaps, _ be 
beyond the’ pale of practical 
politics for the present, but the]! 
formation of an. association, 
elected and, cf a necessity, under 
Government Tecognition and 
support, which would make a 
real attampt to. imprave and 
maintain the, trade: by pr q 
means. would undoubted! 
to the desired benefits which 
the present, are impracticable in 
their attainment. It would be, 
in fact. out of the question to 
expect the tea trade in its prez’ 
_ sent condition to provide the 
means, and it could only he by 
strong-outside practical and fin- 
ancial suppertthat any measure 
of success could be anticipated, 
It is not sugmested that any 
radical departur » from the pre- 
sent native methods shoutd ha 
attempted; onthe contrary, there 
is no decided proof that China 
teas would not lose their dis. 
tinguisbing richness and fineness 
if manipulated in any.other way. 
In any case itis doubtful if an 
attempt to introduce mechanical 
labour would ever suc. 
‘ceed, owing to the certait opposi- 
tion it would create in labour 
circles. If an attempt’were made, 
it. could only be in the way of an 
extension of the present methods, 
and the process could only be very 
gradual. To set up a flaunting 
opposition would only be to court 
disaster, at any rate in the pro- 
vince of EKukien, where tradition 
is a fetish bowed down to by both 
Chinese and foreigner. 


The net-value of imports from 
abroad in 1918 amounted t6 Hk. 
Tis. 5,311,539, a slight decreass 
compared’ with the preceding 
year. Re-exports show a falling 
off of somie 40: percent. Imports

Political turmoils and local dis- 
turbances during the year were 


again primarily responsible for ‘a 


set-back in the trade of Amoy for 
1718. the net value of which 
showed a further decrease, by 
comparison with~ the previous 
year, of 16 per cent. Foreign 
imports shaw a shortage of Hk, 
Tis. 250,000, native imports a 
1,900,000 and 
exports of local origin a shortage 
of over Hk. Ths. 600,000 in value. 
Other influences Which adversely 
affected the trade were the high 
and constantly fluctuating silver 
exchange, the shortage oftonnage, 
and, above all, the suicidal 
riyalry “between the so-called 
Northern and Southern factions 
of the Chinese political leaders 
which xept thisdistrict—bordering 
as it does on the Canton province 
—in a state of perpetual unrest. 
Local banditti seized the Opport- 
unity to develop open.activity, in 
many places styling themselves 
man-chun and levying arbitrary 
taxes on trade. The belligerents 
themselves had recourse to levies 
of all sorts in order to obtain 
funds for so-called military pur. 
poses. At several places they 
collected contributions ‘through 
the chambers of commerce, while 
the barriers they estabished on 
the trading routes ostensibly for 
searching enemy agents were also 
used for further exactions. Taking 
all these (fonsiderations into 
accont, it is remarkable that 
trade generally showed as much 
vitality as itdid, and it may con- 
fidently be expected that as soon 
as peace and quiet are restored 
the retura wave of prosperity will 
earry it foa point even beyond 
the high-water mark of previous 
years.

Civil war severly handicapped 
the trade of Swatow, which was 
the main base of operations. in 
Fukien. The people were 
grievously burdened by forced 
labour and contributions towards 
the‘maintenance of‘the Southern 
‘troops. The net value of trade 
aggregated over 50,000,900 taels, 
which is less by 1,720,000 taelg 
than the tatal for 1917. Foreign 
imports fell over. 250,000 taels 
and native imports 1,800,000 taels. 
Shipments of produce to foreign 
countries declined 55,000 taels, 
but this drop’ is more than 
counter-balanced by the rise in 
the value of exports to Chinese 
ports, the net result giving an 
increase of 340,000 taelain native 
exports.

The following article recently 
appeared in a Montreal magazine 
called the By Water. The article 
is written by Garnault Agassiz: 


, Shipbuilding has become one 
of the most: important industries 
of Canads. Confined té no one 
section, it affects tremendously 
the entire economic fabric of the 
Dominion. - In its huge and widee 
ly distributed plants thousands 
upon thousands of skilled work- 
men find constant and remuner- 
ative employment, while so far 
flung. are its ramifications that 
to-day there are few manufactur- 
ing establishments in the country 
that do not look to it for a mea- 
sure. of their prosperity. . 


Splendid examples of modern 
industrial ‘plants are Canada’s 
shipyards, and they represent an 
investment of not-only many 
millions of dollars, but a national 
asset that, wisely conserved, will 
be of untold benefit to the Do- 
minion and to posterity, for in so 
far as Canada's future greatness 
lies in her ability to develop her 
foreign trade in every corner‘of 
the earth, so, conversely. will 
that ability Hie in her possession 
of a merchant marine sufficiently 
large to guarantee her a certain 
independence'of the ships of other 
nations for the carriage of her 
products: a truism eloquently 
demonstrated in the late war. 


Canada’s shipyards are not 
only turning out splendid ships, 
fully equal to the. best. Britain 
can produce, and so acknow- 
ledged by Lloyd's but ships that 
are Canadian in every sense of 
the word. their castings, propel) 
ing machinery, and deck equip 
‘ment. all being manufactured 
within the Dominion, -The szeel 
plates alone come from across 
the border, and, with the com- 
pletion of, the Dominion Steel 
Company's new plate rolling mill 
at Sydney: some time | this. 
auturnn. these also will be pro- 
duced in Canada. This is one of 
the few large manufacturing 
industries in “Canada that does 
not depend io some extent at 
least on foreign industry for the 
successful completion of its 
product. -- 

Today Canada is confronted 
with the alternative of granting 
adequate protection of its basis, 
which will mean that most of the 
yards will have to be abandoned, 
and the rémainder have to 
struggle along in the precarious 
condition that unhapily has been 
the lot df the shipbuilders since 
the day of the passing of the 
clipper that made the name -of 
Canada famous throughout the 
world. . 

The shipbuilders of Canada 
stand at the parting of the ways. 
Either there must be a prolonged 
continuation of the Government 
building programme or the 
builders must be granted a bonus. 
preferably on the basis of 
tons constructed, until such 
time as the‘ shipyards of the 
country have passed through the 
period of transition that now cune 
fronts them, so that established 
firmly on a peace basis, they will 
be able in time not only to be 
self-sustaining but to compete on 
even terms with the yards of 
‘others countries “for world busi- 
ness. . 


‘In addition to the sound. prac- 
‘tical and patriotic reason for the 
maintenance and extension of the 
shipbuilding industry, there is 
also a sentimental reason that 


|should not.be disregarded, because 


it involves the moral obligation of 
national honour. Many of the 
men who invested the money in 
this industry did: so’more in a 
of patriotism than | 
of. commercial instinct. The 
demand of” the . world was 
for ships, lest the ~ cause 
be lost through lack of sufficient 
tonnage to maintain the armies 
in the field, and the munition 
workers in the factories. Existing 
Canadian shipyards were asked 
to extend their plants beyond all 
normal yeason, and every. per- 
suasive effort-was brought to bear 
on capitalists and investors with 
the view of having new yards 
established, It is a common 
fallacy in Canada that the ship- 
yards have paid huge divjdends 
since the war, but, as a matter of | € 
fact, few have been operated on 
a profitable hasis. When the call 
for ships came, there were only a a 
small number of .méchanics in 
the country who knew anything 
about shipbuilding. Most of 
Canada’s manufactucing was of: 
a cnaracter that required no 
specification. Therefore, it de-' 
volved an each « shipyard’ to 


‘train its owt organisation from 


the ground: up, and while 
effiziency was the watchword the 
inefficiency maintained. its ‘sway 
for many weary, days. .And the

loss was ‘the buildérs’, Few-yards 


the war, bus patriotism, combined 
with an optimism as to the future, 
compelled them to. “carry. on,* 
and to await patiently the day of 
better things. “Are they, then, to 
be sacrificed on the altar of nat- 
idnal selfishness,or will Canada 
justify sheir faith in her? 


Then thera is the economie side 
of the question, not one as to the 
effect of an abandonment of the 
industry-on the distant future of 
the nation, but one that concergs 
the immediate welfare of Canada’s 

‘industrial fabric. The shipyard 
workers of Canada have been 
taught. almost all they know. 
become efficient through long ex- 
perience and specialisation, with 
the result that ther command 
higher wages than the mechanics 
of any other industry im the 
country. Butit is open to quest- 
ion whether they could obtain 
employment as skilled mechanics 
in any other field, certainly not at 
their accustomed scale of remun- 
eration. How then is Canada to 
absorb this army of specialised 
labour? Certainly, it must not 
be permitted to go unemployed: 
ly represented on the high seas.

Nor can one over-estimate the 
importance to the Dominion of 
the-skilled labour thar is being 
trained in the country’s ship- 
yards. Each year these mechanics 
are becoming more efficient, 
and when thez. have became so 
trained as to be equal in skill to 
the workérs of Great Britain they 
will constitute a national asset 
that will not be coniputable in 
dollars. * 


Many ‘of the shipyards of 
Canada are quite active at pre- 
ent, because of the Govérrment 
programme that is giving them 
sufficient tonnage for immediate 
need. But no Goverment 
programme can*continue inde. 
finitely, certainly not» at the 
present cost per ton, and it will 
be necessary for the yards to look 
to Canadian private account and 
to foreign Governmen sand s‘iip- 
owners fortheirorders. And todo 
this they will have to compete 
with.the shipyards of the world, 
which, under existing conditisns, 
js impossible. For it is fallacous to 
suppose that the Canadian ship- 
builder will be able to meet world 
competition until such time as 
the industry inthis country bas 
been established on a permanent 
‘bas It is the honest belief of 


with a continuous programme 
covering the next few years, the 
time will ¢ome when they will be 
able to build for honie and forzign 
account in competition with the 
world. : 

If shipbuilding is to continue a 
force in the industrial life of 
Canada, it will have to b> davel- 
oped along lines that w.li ensure 
stability and permaneic>. At 
presen: its position is precarious, 
and to survive it musi be accorded 
national support... The cardinal 
need of any shipbuilding plant is 
eéntinuous activity. Fus ship-} 
building is quite unlike any other 
branch of industry in that while 
the chief requisite. is skilled 
labour, that becomes skilled only 
through constant employment in 
the same ‘yard. In other words, 
the efficiency of any shipbuilding 
plant depends largely on th- 
stability of its organ’sation. and 
the only way to ensure that 
stability is in keeping the or- 
ganisation intact. Jt is not 
enough that a yard have inter- 
mittent orders, no matter. how 
large, but that the” orders be 
sufficient to keep it in constant 
operation at full capacity. High 
wages can be justified only by 
large and -constant production, 
and these in turn can be guar- 
anteed only by continuous 
operation. And continuous 
operation is in itself made pos- 
sible only through the ability of 
the management to obtain re- 
gular and profitable con‘racts:

GERMAN TRADE. 
a7 303 
THE SHORTAGE OF Raw 
MATERIALS. 


A good opportunity of studying 
the present, conditions in the prin- 
cipal German industries, and also 
‘the ability of the Germans to re- 
establish their export trade on 
which not only the solvency of 
the country depends, .but also 
Germany's ‘ability to purchase 
commodities from the United 
Kingdom, and pay some portién 
of the indemnity to which she is 
commaitted, is afforded by the 
German Nationa! Fair, held at 
Leipzic, in September. Some 
10,000 firms, mostly German, ex: 
hibited, and there was a re:ord 
attendance of about 118,000 
people, about 20 per cent. more 
than in any previous year. It 
was computed that there were 
some 7,000 foreign buyers present. 

The general impression gather- 
ed. form conversation with 
representative . exhibitors was 
that nearly all branches of Ger-|. 
man indus oa tie. verge 
ef bankru, due principally 
to the ‘shortage of coal. and 
secondly to the loss of export 
trade, which curries with it the}: 
inability to purchase much need-|' 
ed foreign raw materials. In 
order to assist in forcinga wedge 
into foreign markets, the Germen 
manufacturer kas -concentrated 
on new mechanical devices and 
novelties, which were much in 
evidence atthe fair. Most of the 
German representatives inclined 
tothe opinion that they, would 
tecover their export trade through 
American and neutral buyers, 
end that much as. they: would 
prefer to re-establish their pre- 
war trading’ connection ° with 
England they felt that at present, 
due to the hostility of the 


the world -will be those nations] 


English towards them, they had 
better concentrate on America, 
and the neutral nations surround- 
ing Germany. 


TECHNICAL SECTION, 

The most important exhibits, 
fram point of view of German 
export, were those of the, technic- 
al section, including all types of 
new machine ‘tools, mechanical 
and electrical devices and 
novelties. In this industry, 
the Germans were in a position 
to fill orders quickly and in many 
cases had considerable stocks on 
hand, due to the fact that, frstly, 
they had not been short of iron 
ore and coal during the war to the 
same extent as industries. relying 
on foreign raw materials;, and 
secondly, that there was little 
hoine demand to be met. The 
mechanical engineering industry 
depends upon foreign trade for its 
stability, and is concentrating as

, TOYS. . - 

Second only to the engineering 
exhibits wera those of the toy 
trada. Ther was a larger and 
more ‘representative ‘exhibit ‘of 
toys than in any other year. It 
was stated on all sides that the 
"factories were at a standstill, and 
the greatest efforts. were about to 
be made- to re-establish the 
German toy ‘exports by offering 
to foreign buyers the best made 
,articles -at the lowes: possible 
prices. In the doil tradz it 
appearsthere had been cqmpara- 
tively few actual sales made at 
the fair, although many foreign 
buyers displayed great interest,. 
and it is thought. that possibly 
purchases will be effected later. 
The dolls in most cases were 
poorly clothed and made of cheap 
material. ' 
four or five times pre-war prices, 
the reason being, of course, the 
shortage of raw materials (cotton, 
wool, and linen), which the Ger- 
mans must purchase’ at the 
present unfavourable rate of 
exchange. It would appear for 
this reason that they are in no 
position to export the better class 
of doll. 


Toys made of wood wera much 
in evidence. In this case, due to 
the abundance of wood in Ger- 
many; the prices: were. very low, 
dnd it was stated that consider. 
able sales had. been made to 
neutrals, particularly to Hotlacd. 
Stuffed animals were very expen- 
sive compared with . pre-war 
prices. Here, again, this is due 
to shortage of raw materials such 
as felt and cotton. Few sales 
were mdadde,. but foreign 
buyers were interested on 
account of ‘the novelty of: the 
design, and if there is a further 
drop in the value of the mark 
probably outsiders will purchase 
such stocks of these as. exist for 
next Christmas trade. 


The exhibition of mechanical 
toys was excellent, and, it is 
stated, surpassed that of- any 
previous year both in novelty of 
design and, workmanship. Here, 
unlike thé ‘doll trade,- which 
depends to no small extent.on 
foreign fabric, the mechanical 
toys were good and find a ready 
market with neutrals. They can

BU ILDING TRADE (CONSTRUCT- 
IONAL MATERIAL). 


The exhibits in this department 
were: of interest as showing the 
efforts being made to offer the 
German public materials which 
require less coal for their. manu- 
facture than those used in the 
past. Many machines used in 
the manufacture of substitute: . 
materials from various factory 
waste products were in evidence. 
Various relay and natural cement 
substitutes were offered in lieu of 
Portland cement, which’ requires 
about half its weight in coal for 
its manufacture. Much artificial 
marble (from Gypsum) was also 
seen. On all sides were offered > 
gaudy substiutes in lieu of the 
genuine article. 


TEXTILES. 


The textile exhibits were poor, . 
mostly made of shoddy, and there. 
was also a great display of paper 
carpets, rugs, tablecloths, &c.’ 
The prices of these.paper textiles 
were high; for instance, paper 
rugs, which at a distance looked 
Jike the genuine article, wese 
about double the pre-war price.

A large “hoisery ‘manufacturer 
of Chemnitz stated that only 5 
per cent. of the workers generally 
employed in the great hoijsery 
trade there’ were. working, the 
factories either being closed down 
or operating ata tenth. of their 
former capacity.

We 
were told that the United States, 
with slmost fabulous coal and 
fron reserves easily mined, with 
fhe most modern iron and stesl 
plants, the Jowest railway tates, 
the most efficient worksien, and 
the most pushful -business men, 
could produce the cheapest and 
best steel, and that in a very few 
years the Americans would flood 
the world’s markets with steel 
goods at prices we could not; 
touch, The late Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie loudly proclaimed that 
rot only could the United States 
product the cheapest steel then, 
but that within ten years our 
best British iron reserves would 
have vanished, and we should be 
industrially bankrupt, so far as 
iron, steel and engineering were 
concerned. His friend, the late’ 
W. T. Stead, an Englishman who 
should have known better, widely 
advertised those views, and went 
sa far as to write a special 
pamphlet to tell us that our only 
hope of salvation lay in becoming 
an American colony! Aceriain 
titled gentleman with an uncom- 
mon name, an ex-member of 
Parliament, who writes number- 
less articles for the British Press, 
‘and has lately joined the Labour 
Party, backed up the idea that 
in afew years our steel-making 
ressurces_would be exhausted, anc 
that we could not hope to stand 
acainst American competion 
We were just as confidently 
assured then that we should be 
beaten, clean out of the steel 
trade by the Americans, as we 
are now assured we shall be beaten 
by the Americans in shipping.

the coal, whilst the steel works, 
on account of thé coal, were from 
seaboard, and whilst, wages, costs 
and general prices were abnorm- 
alin the States, here in Britain 
we had ‘nre and coal supplies, 
manufacturing plants and 
shipping ports, all practical- 
ly side by side, and 
our costs and prices were natural 
and competitive. They forgot, or 
did not know, that we had a dig 
stake in external trade, whereas 
the Americans had little more 
than an idle interest ia exports of 
heavy manvfactures. The Ameri- 
cans, following upon the boastings 
oftwenty years ago, built huge 
new works, They made their 
productive capacity many mil- 
ions of tens above their home 
consumptive requirements.

BRITAIN’S GREAT TRADE 
OPPORTUNITY. 


Ole, . 
A CALL FOR GREATER - 
OUTPUT. 


Sir Auckland Geddes, President 
of the Board of Trade, made an 
important speech on British in- 
dustry and its outlook at a 
luncheon at the Connaught 
Rooms recently when he was the 
guest of the Aldwych Club. 

Every nation, without excep- 
tion, said Sir Auckland, was 
short of something that we could 
supply, Europe” was short .of 
goods that we could manufacture, 
and here was the opportunity for 
our traders. He found that there 
was great fear that British 
traders were likely to be serious- 
ly hit by Germany, by Japan, 
and by America. 

From careful javestigation he” 
had made he could assnre them 
that Germany could not, certain- 
ly for the present, and, perhaps, 
not for years, hope to rank among 
the great manufacturing nations 
of the world. . : 

Germany was lacking in raw 
materials, and her workmen, 
hopeless, dispirited, and un- 
settled, were not working. 

A few weeks ago British toy 
manufacturers came to him with 
a woeful tale of possible German 
competition. The total value ‘of 
German toys that had come into 
this country since the armistice 
was £i—(laughter)—and that 
was imported by the Board of 
‘Trade—(more laughter)}—in order 
to show British toy manufac- 
turers what Germany could not 
do. (Renewed laughter.) 

The fear of German competition 
was ashadow. Let them not be 
afraidof a shadow. (Hear, hear.) | 

That Japan might be a serious 
competitor with us in the nations 
of the world seemed plausible 
enough: but wages in Japan, 
which used to be in pennies a 
day for skilled workers, were now 
6s. per day, while rice, the staple 
food, Which used ta be 68. per 
bushel, was now 25s. per bushel.- 

Apart'from the cost of living, 
the Japariese workers were by no 
means as Skilled as ours, 

“Another great" bugbear with 
our manufacturers was thé fear 
of American competition. When 
he had disposed of the danger

Ifit had all been equally’ 
shared out all round there We 
not have been enough to provide 
adecent standard of comfort for 
our people. _ 

If we are ta abolish poverty and 
raise the national standard of life 
for our workers, we shall want 
more food, more houses, more 
clothes, more household furni- 
ture and utensils,’ and more 
wealth of every kind. . 

_ Until we produce them we shall 
not have them. We cannot get 
them by going on strike. Every 
stoppage of work leaves us with 
less wealth to divide than we had 
before. That is the plain sense of 
the matter. . 

The motive power of the future . 
would be electricity, and experts 
advised us that the country, was’ 
losing £100,000,000 a year through 
failure to take advant ge of: 
electrical progress. We wanted 
cheap power laid on toevery town 
and village, and a proper transport 
service for all thesparsely-colonis- 
ed parts of Great Britain. 

In Frame, 1,000,000 acres given 
over to market gardening. were 
producing before the ‘war an 
average yield of £33 per acre. - 
What the Belgians and the French 
did we could doifwetried. 

The whole world was starved 
for the goods we ought to be 
making to-day.

percentage tu those receiving 
smaller salaries and wages and to 
those longer in the service. The 
officers and employees should be 
classified according to the salaries 
they receive and the service they 
render, and these in turn accord- 
ing to length of service, so that 
a proper distribution can be made. 
A table should be issued showing 
what-each one in.each classifica- 
tion would receive on the basis of 
some definite sum distributable, so 
that it could then be easily’ figur- 
ed by each one what he is to Yre- 
ceive when the announcement of 
the distributable amount is made. 

The real crux of the situation 
is what form the distribution 
should take. It should not be in 
cash, as this is almost certain to 
be of no permanent advantage to 
the employee and does not assist 
him in, securing a permanent in- 
terest in the property. :It should 
be in the form of some security 
which it is to his interest to hold. 
I suggest non-negotiable, re- 
gistered convertible 6 per cent. 
debentures, convertible into cash 
at the option of the holder after a 
certrin period, say three years, 
but even during that period re- 
deemable by the company_in case 
the holder leaves its service. I 
feel convinced that if .the em- 
ployees once get the habit of hold- 
ing them, either in their original 
form or converted into stock of 
the cémpany, they. will, except in 
ease of ertergency, continue to do 
so and thus accumulate a real re- 
serve fund for themselves and 
their families. ‘ 

Encouragement of Thrift. 

As an additional encouragement 
to thrift and as a reward for con- 
tinuity of employment I suggest 
that the debentures be cashable at 
a premium on an ascending scale, 
dependent on the length of time 
they have been held and the holder 
has remained in. the employ of 
the company. For instance, it 
mignt well be provided that their 
cash value should be 1021; per 
cent. after five years and 105 per 
cent. after ten years.and there- 
after. . - 

‘The greatest handicap to indus- 
trial economy and efficiency is 
shifting enployment, n3t only on 
account of the expense and waste 
whica this entails; but even more 
so because of its effect” on the 
quality of service rendered. 
There can be no economy and real 
effciency unless the workers feel 
that their efforts have a real re- 
lation to the success or failure of 
the enterprise with which they 
are connected. .. : 

As a precautionary measure th 
company should reserve the right 
to require, say, 69 days’ notice of 
the intention of the holder ta con- 
vert his debentures'into cash. As 
in the case of savings banks, this 
right would probably be rarely, 
if ever, availed of, but it is 2 neces- 
sary protection against times of 
crisis or of acute financial string- 
ency. The company should also 
reserve the right to redeern deben- 
tures at their cash value, applica- 
bl¢é atthe time, in cases of involun- 
tary termination of service and of 
death and permanent disability, 
but in the case of an “employee 
leaving the service of his own 
accord within a certain period 
after the receipt of debentures the 
redemption should be at par and 
interest. . 

Stock Interest. 

The debentures should be con- 
vertible into stock of the company, 
at the option of the holder, thus 
engbling him of his own volition, 
at such time as he deems.well, to 
secure an interest in the cOmpany. 

A plan of this nature combines 
profit-sharing, an encouragement 
to saving and an eventual inter- 
est in ‘the enterprise, and avoids, 
in my opinion, many of the objec- 
tions which have resulted in the 
failure of profit-sharing plans in 
the past.. It must, of course, be 
clearly. understood by the em- 
ployee that such a distribution re- 
presents a portion of thé income of’ 
the enterprise after all charges 
‘have’ been met,. that it is in’ no 
sense a bonus,and that the dis-

_ CIVIL AVIATION.” 
A recent writer +8 Shipping and 
Engineering (Shanghai) ssid:— 
Civil ‘aviation possesses great 
potentialities as an aid to the de- 
Yelopment of commerce, and we 


know that there is at-our disposal | 


& new means of communication 
which can be employed in opening 
up fat distant portions. of the 
world, and in establishing postal 
and other dervices in districts not 
yet served, or only partially serv- 
ed, by other methods of communi- 
cation, especially in China. Avia- 
tion, if properly guided, will help 
still further to secure the inter- 
rational development of industry, 
but we must remember that it as 
yet in its infancy. - 

In some countries air transport 
must necessarily be limited im its 
opportunities on account of the 
excellent railway communications 
and also by reason of the uncer- 
tain weather conditions which pre- 
vail, The home aerial routes 
which have been tentatively estab- 
lisNed offer, nevertheless, import- 


ant advantages if they are used’ 


as feeders for the trunk routes to 
places abroad. In the interim 
there is the minor consideration of 
Pleasure flying which .will assist 
in educating and preparing public 
opinion, and will help towards a 
realization of the practicability of 
air transportation. And, as time 
goes on, the continued improve- 
ment in aircraft and the location 
of aerodromes nearer to the cen- 
tres. of industry will open wider 
possibility for development. This 
aspect of civil aviation is one that 
should interest municipal authori- 
ties. . 

The next year or two will be a 
period of great difficulty, especial- 
ly for manufacturers. Large 
plant has been. laid down, much 
of which had not attatned its 
maximum output when the Armis- 
tice was signed, and manufac- 
turers are faced with the problem 
of a radical reduction in Gavern- 
ment work and a hesitation on the 
part of transport firms to place 
orders until commercial types 
have been satisfactorily evolved. 
The adage of not putting all one’s 
eggs in one basket is one for the 
aircraft manufacturer * to-day. 
Those firms, such as shipbuilders, 
which in peace had great business 
in other directions, and olf took 
up the manufacture of aircraft in 
the war to assist, should return 
to their original interests, and 
those which can devote some of 
their surplus plant to the construc. 
tion of boats, motor bodies, rolling 
stock and the like, may find it 
easier to bridge over the dificult 
period of the infancy of commer- 
clal aviation. - 

It is felt that a far-seeing policy 
in regard tu aviation will bring 
its reward, as has been. the case 
with the development of sea and 
rail borne commerce. Tke prin- 
ciple to be followed in aiming at 
all-raund' improvement in the deé- 
sign and construction of aircraft, 
is the attainment of security, re- 
liability, regularity; together with 
reduction of cost. Speed. and 
great climbing power, the essence 
of the fighting machine, can be 
subordinated in commercial craft 
until these three objects have been, 
attained. a 


Tt is apparent that one of the 
greatest functions of aircraft is 
in connection with long-distance 
communication work between the 
dominions and Crown Colonies of 
the Empire, and with this in view 
plans have been prepared in the 
Air. Ministry for maim air-lines to 
India, Australia and the Cape. 
Depots also are being established. 
The route to India will cross 
France, Italy, the Mediterranean, 
and. from Sollum, om the north 
coast of. Africa, will proceed via 
Cairo ard Damascus to Bagdad, 
reaching [ndia at Karachi. 

In discussing aireraft we are 
perhaps a little apt to overlook 
the possibilities of the flying-boat 
Unlike the aeroplane, which ma- 
chine has for various reasons, not 
the least keing the question of 
aerédrome aceommodation, per- 
haps reached for the moment its 
maximum economical size, the fly- 
ing-boat is still. capable of great 
development. When the problem 
of construction for endwrance in 
rough weather has been solved, all 
the sea ‘will be, its -aerodrome. 
Such a vessel could navigate 
waterways and cross seas which 
at the moment, if not impractica- 
ble, present danger to the aero- 
plane, which: once on the water 
cannot, from the very nature of 
its construction, resume its jour- 
ney. In this regard we have re- 
cently had an object lesson in the. 
successful crossing of. the Atlan- 
tic by the American seaplane, thé 
NGA Ue, .

precautions should be omitted to 
protect the safety of those who fly 
and the security of those who re- 
main below, and to permit at the 
same time the utmost freedom for 
individual effort"in the direction 
of producing new and experiment- 
al aircraft.
